THE EDITOR 


Dear Dave, 

| was pleased to see the article by Jon 
Leu, called ‘Magnus Opus’”’ in the April 
issue. Jon’s last paragraph refers to the 
idea of having a ‘‘Production Hunter Class’’ 
as aclass to encourage new shooters to get 
into the competitive shooting game. 

Five years ago, at our range in Selkirk, 
Manitoba, several of our members spent 
many long hours putting together what we 
call our ‘stock varmint shoot’’. We have run 
this shoot now for five years with a good 
degree of success. 

We made our own rules to govern this 
shoot, so that everyone would be shooting 
against what was basically the same type 
of equipment. The first and foremost rule is 
that the rifle must be a factory production 
rifle. The Remington Varmint Special, 
Ruger 77V, Sako and Winchester are 
among the most popular rifles, with the .222 
Remington being the most popular caliber 
chosen. 

As | said earlier, the rifle must be a factory 
production rifle, and the barrelled action 
must not be altered in any way. No re- 
chambering to tight necks, no sleeves, no 
cutting or even re-crowning of barrels is 
allowed. No rifle can have “match’’ or 
‘target’ stamped on it, and the Remington 
40xB or 40xBR, or anything equivalent to 
it is simply not allowed. 

On the softer side, there are no trigger or 
scope restrictions, so some of the shooters 
are on line with 24x, 36x, or 6.5 x 20x 
scopes, as well as two ounce triggers. 
There are no stock or weight restrictions, 
with nearly everyone at our shoots staying 
with the factory stock. There is a caliber 
restriction to a maximum of .308, to ac- 
commodate a few production rifles that are 
factory-made in .308 caliber. 

So now we have a factory varmint rifle 
with a two ounce trigger, high power scope, 
a good bedding job, some competition-level 
loading dies, and hopefully some benchrest 
quality bullets . . . and we are ready for the 
match. 

We use the standard IBS targets, and 
even shooters with 3x9 or 10x scopes have 
no troubles. We have one big difference 
from any IBS or NBRSA match ... we 
shoot seven targets at 100 yards, and 
seven targets at 200 yards. . . and take the 
best five at each distance . . . to make up 
the agg. This gives the first time shooter a 
chance to ‘‘blow up”’ on one target, get it 
out of his system, and still have some kind 
of a chance. 

One of the big factors in any benchrest 
shootis cost. . .andin Canada we pay 35% 
to 45% more than American prices for any 
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benchrest equipment or rifles. With that in 
mind, anyone who wants to try any aspect 
of benchrest shooting must be willing to 
part with a thousand dollars plus . . . to get 
any kind of decent equipment. 

It is our opinion that just about everyone 
has a ‘‘stock varmint rifle’ that he uses for 
crows, gophers, or whatever. And if we can 
just get these fellows into our shoot. . . and 
if they found that they enjoyed the com- 
petition . . . they must might up grade their 
starting equipment . . . with maybe a new 
scope . .. or a new two ounce trigger .. . 
or proper sandbags . . . or what have you. 
If, in a year or two, they wanted to move 
into benchrest proper, well, they would 
have accumulated a goodly percentage of 
the necessary ingredients to get them 
started, thereby making the cost of actually 
starting benchrest a bit less of a shock on 
the pocketbook. 

Also, what about the guys who have tried 
competitive shooting ... and, for one 
reason or another . . . decided that it was 
not for them? With the present rules and 
classes, he has spent a lot of money for 
something that he must now re-sell, 
probably at a good-sized loss. With our 


class, his financial risk is minimal. 

In closing . . . our shoot offers all sorts of 
possibilities to encourage new shooters into 
benchrest shooting. | know that a lot of folks 
will not agree with the way we do things, 
but we regularly have new shooters 
graduate from our shoots into formal 
benchrest competition ... and isn’t this 
what it’s all about? The rules we have laid 
out can be altered or refined . . . but the big 
thing is to require the barreled action to be 
as it comes from the factory. That way, 
everyone feels comfortable shooting with 
people in their own class.

Editor: darn, who knows where wisdom 
will pop up? It sounds like the kind of match 
where you could get real worked up about 
winning the darn thing. My guess is that | 
would try a Remington 700 varmint in .222 
caliber, Berger bullets . . . and | would fall 
in Seely’s door, and say . . . ‘‘pillar bed this 
darn thing ... and hurry”. 
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Dear Dave: 

We are finally in our new home and most 
of the 40 years of accumulated junk has 
followed us. It’s going to take a while to sort 
it all out but at least we are back to shooting 
and experimenting again. It’s quite a game 
trying to find the gadget you used to be able 
to lay your hands on instantly, now it’s hide 
and seek for a time till everything’s in its 
place. 

Last night | was trying out my new 
shooting tunnel with some .45 auto lead 
loads and discovered a smoke alarm they 
forgot to tell me about. The dog is still 
shaking, the shooting didn’t bother him. 

Roger and | have been working every 
spare minute on our Coors guns for this 
year, a pair of Miller (DeHaas) single shots 
chambered for a 30/30 shortened to 1¥2 
inches. The air space in the regular case last 
year gave us a problem depending on if we 
tilted the gun up or down before shooting. 
Our first couple of range tests are en- 
couraging using the new 112” case nearly 
full of powder. It parallels my experience 
with heavy pistol loads. George Fullmer 
was spotting for me as | increased the load 
grain by grain behind the plain base lead 
bullets (195 gr) .30 cal with only 1 grease 
groove. The group held together without 
leading the barrel right up to where we blew 
a primer and stretched the case from too 
much pressure, you should have seen the 
grin on George’s face!! And the case ex- 
tracted easily too. | call that a neat design. 
Now we know we have lots of latitude on 
this cartridge and action. We chrono- 
graphed another with this 195 grain plain 
base bullet in the short case and got 1,970 
feet per second and still holding together. 
| won't shoot it in competition as the recoil 
was getting obnoxious. 

In a very unscientific manner and over 
Fullmer’s objections, this 30/30 X 1.5” was

created by withholding the regular cham- 
bering reamer by 1/2”. The dies were made 
out of regular 30/30 dies by facing 1/2” off 
the large end. Of course, | had to polish a 
little bevel into the mouth of the die to make 
for easy starting. 

Back to the primer controversy, we tried 
both large rifle and large pistol primers in 
these short 30/30 cases. In no uncertain 
terms, they did not like rifle primers. The 
pistol primer in most loads gave 1/2 to 1/4 
the size groups over the stronger rifle 
primer. These were regular pistol, not 
magnum. For some unknown reason the 
mag primers were too soft and flattened 
excessively. 

| wonder if the bench boys looking for a 
small primer case have tried a large pistol 
primer in a small case? 

Strangely, we could not use the pistol 
primer in the full size 30/30 case, it gave an 
occasional ‘‘Hang Fire’ which is very 
disturbing in offhand shooting. In this short 
case it’s dynamite! It could be the absence 
of air space with the higher density loading. 
Powders tried and used were 4227, 2400, 
H-110, 4759, RE-7, 4198. Still to try are 
4895, 3031 and H322. 

Also exciting and just received are a pair 
of English “‘Swing”’ match rifles in .308, one 
for issue Nato ammo, the other for match 
ammo. The Nato gun has a 1:14 twist 27” 
barrel and is equipped with beautifully made 
iron sights and scope rail for 1000 yard 
shooting. First time out off the bench in- 
cluding first cold clean shot, it made a 10 
shot 1” group at 100 yards using crummy 
Gl issue, 148 gr BT full metal jacket ammo. 
Eight of the shots in 1/2”. 

| didn’t alter anything! This maker 
Swensen is great! The other gun has a 1:12 
twist with a longer throat and a 29” barrel, 
full floating. 

Using my already loaded 168 gr ammo 
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laying around with 40 gr 4895, it put the first 
8 shots into 3/8” and then | got nervous and 
threw a couple out making a 3/4” group. No 
wonder these ‘“‘Swing”’ rifles have been 
winning all the long range matches, they are 
really made for serious shooting. Of interest 
to the bench shooters, the action has two 
large recoil lugs, one at each end and 
bedded in epoxy so both take the recoil. 

Putting on the iron sights, both guns shot 
a 1” group at 100 yards, which is my limit. 
Photos will be coming of all the rifles in a 
week. | expect to be in England with these 
two ‘‘Swing’’ rifles for match shooting with 
the San Francisco Olympic Club the first 
two weeks of July. It’s all long range 
shooting, up to and over 1000 yards. 

Thanks for nominating me for the Staff, 
I'll try to live up to it! 


Editor: Interesting that you should bring 
up the subject of the Swing action, Merrill. 
About three months ago, | wandered up to 
Springfield, Vermont to pick up my Audette 
case measuring tool. | was delighted to 
meet Creighton for the first time. | had 
previously known him only through corre- 
spondence. 

Creighton was kind enough to show me 
how to use the case checker ... a not- 
all-that-easy task. At one point in the 
proceedings, while smiling weakly, the 
good fellow made the observation, ‘‘you 
know ... in your writings ... you often 
talked about your lack of mechanical ability 
. .. and | always got a chuckle out of those 
comments. . . feeling that you were. . . well 
. ..e@xaggerating a bit. . . if only for ajoke.” 
It’s sort of an incomplete sentence in itself, 
and Creighton did not elaborate further, but 
rather sat there, hands folded, eyes closed, 
and lips moving silently . . . but eventually 
| got the hang of things. 

We then sat down to talk about guns for 
a few moments, before | left. Four hours 
later, Creighton had run out of voice. . .and 
| knew | had found one of the great sources 
of firearms knowledge of my life. | would 
dearly love to sit down in an overstuffed 
chair some evening, with a tape recorder, 
a cold case of beer, Creighton Audette in 
a similar chair on one side, Lou Palmisano 
in a chair on the other side . . . and let them 
start talking. We'd go in shifts . . . talk eight 
hours ... sleep eight hours. Their know- 
ledge specialties are a little different . . . but 
not much. ..and boy. . . it would be a heck 
of a jam-session . . . one that | would pay 
a lot to be able to attend. 

The late and revered Colonel Townsend 
Whelan was a close friend of Creighton, and 
we talked some about the Colonel. 
Somewhere along the line the name of 
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Floyd Butler, the great, aging gunsmith of 
Poultney, Vermont came into the discus- 
sion, and | offered the opinion that a picture 
of Colonel Whelan in Paul Estey’s book 
“*The Woodchuck Hunter’ (printed in 1936) 
showed Col. Whelan with a single shot 
varmint rifle that certainly showed many of 
the characteristics of Floyd Butler stocking. 
The Audette firearms library is one of the 
most voluminous in private hands, and | had 
no doubt that he had a copy of this early 
work. Creighton promptly produced a copy, 
handed it to me, and went looking for 
another book to reinforce his point. | looked 
at the book . . . and | thought . . . ‘‘no dust 
jacket’’ ... and the Audette stock went 
down five points. | opened the book, and on 
the inside fly leaf was the hand-written 
inscription ‘‘To John Olin, from Paul C. 
Estey’ ... and the Audette stock went 
back up ten points. 

Toward the end of the four hour dis- 
cussion, | dragged out a question that had 
been bouncing around in the back of my 
noggin for a while . . . ‘Creighton, let’s go 
with a hypothetical situation, just for the fun 
of it. You are widely held to be the foremost 
gunsmith today in the field of big-bore 
shooting. While you have never ventured 
into benchrest per se, certainly you have 
been, in your own field, as dedicated a 
seeker of extreme accuracy as we have. 
Furthermore you have kept in close tabs 
with us, if only through Precision Shooting. 
Now, just for the heck of it . . . you’ve had 
a good judgement relapse .. . and you've 
decided to build yourself a heavy varmint 
class rifle, and try this sport. | suspect that 
you are sufficiently set in your ways that you 
are not going to rush out and buy all the 
items that we dote on... you’re going to 
use a good percentage of the equipment 
from your world. . . okay . .. go ahead and 
let’s (verbally) build this rifle’. The discourse 
that follows will not be grammatically 
structured . . . but | wished it to keep some 
of the style of a conversation in this . . . and 
conversations, in real life, tend to wander a 
bit. The conversation started with 
Creighton going to his gun room, and re- 
turning with a rifle type that | had never seen 
before ... the Swing rifle, described and 
shown earlier in this article. 

“| suspect that you may not have seen 
one of these rifles before. This big bore 
target rifle is based on a Swing action, made 
in England by George Swenson. You know, 
we all have our own impressions of what is 
really important in the search for real ac- 
curacy ... and one of my personal idio- 
syncrasies is an abiding distrust for the 
lock-up qualities of two locking lug bolt 
actions. My belief is that the two lugs in a 
vertical plane . . . which really are just two 
narrow vertical surfaces . . . do not give as 
solid a lock-up as we would like to think that 
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they do. There is very little support ... 
make that no support . . . to the case head 
at 3 o’clock and 9 o’clock. This is even more 
important when you are using a cartridge 
case with uneven case wall thickness .. . 
this gives uneven thrust against the bolt 
face, and this in turn sets up transverse 
vibrations’. 

“The Swing action has four equidistant 
locking lugs, and a short, snappy firing pin 
fall. There obviously will be less needed bolt 
movement to open the bolt. It is an ex- 
tremely rigid action, with lots of bedding 
surface. George Swenson was one of the 
few action makers to pay attention to the 
firing pin itself. After a certain amount of 
firing, the firing pin assembly of any rifle 
becomes ‘snaked’, and | believe it now 
begins to be a hindrance to accuracy. The 
disadvantages to the Swing action? Well, 
all that great lock-up is probably neutralized 
by the fact that the trigger would not be 
workable in benchrest. Also, something 
that | personally have qualms about. . . the 
bolt handle sticks straight out . . . thus it is 
dynamically involved in the backthrust . . . 
and sets up adverse vibrations’. 

(Editor: ‘“‘That’s all very fine, Creighton, 
but I’m not going to let you off the hook with 
that reply ... because at the end, you've 
told me that there is not a usable trigger for 
benchrest. Darn it, what’s your next choice 
for an action?’’) 

“Going to be insistent, hun? Well, I’ve 
already told you that my favorite theory on 
actions was the relative instability of the two 
bolt lock-up ... so I’m just going to have 
to retreat to the Wichita, with its three bolt 
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lock-up . . . and for which | can get a good 
two ounce trigger set up. I’ve worked on 
Wichita actions previously, and to me, three 
locking lugs is the next best thing to four 
locking lugs.” 

“Now you want me to move on to the 
barrel, huh? And when | do that ... I’m 
automatically going to have to choose both 
a caliber and a chambering. Well, David, 
your 6 PPC seems like quite the thing, and 
certainly the .224 dimension is the classic 
benchrest size, going back to 1947. But | 
have no background in benchrest, re- 
member? My world is big bore, and I’m 
going to dance with the one | know... I’m 
staying with .30 caliber. | really don’t know 
what chambering | would select ... 
probably the .308. The barrel?? Well, I’m 
the captain of the 1985 Palma team, and I’m 
going to go with the barrel we’ve chosen for 
the team, the barrel turned out by Boots 
Obermyer (23122 60th Street, Bristol, 
Wisconsin 53104). This is a polygon style 
of rifling, cut rifling to be exact, five grooves, 
and hand-lapped. They are shooting just 
great for us in our world, and it might be 
interesting to give them a try in “your 
world’. 

That’s about it for the length of this 
article. After a five hour visit, | left Creighton 
Audette’s comfortable Vermont home, and 
headed down the interstate for Connecti- 
cut, and home. But, as | said earlier, | would 
love to put Creighton Audette, Lou 
Palmisano, a tape recorder, and a chilled 
case of beer together. With me to keep 
order, of course.

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Dear Dave, 

How come you never use any letters or 
articles from the West Coast gang? (Editor: 
only one reason, to tell you the truth . . . the 
West Coast gang must be sending their 
letters and articles to Better Homes and 
Gardens . . . or maybe Car and Driver .. . 
they ain’t sending them to Precision 
Shooting). 

Believe it or not, there are some darn 
good gunsmiths and some off-the-wall 
wildcatters out here on the West Coast. To 
name a few, Harvey Miller, Stu Harvey, 
Vern Juenke, Mel Ilwatsubo, and maybe | 
will forget humility, and stick my own name 
in there, if only at the tail-end. There are 
others | am sure; it is just that | personally 
do not know them that well. 

Among the West Coast wildcatters, my 
friend and mentor Harvey Miller has to rank 
right up there. He lives so close to the 
Pacific Ocean that he has to wear a miner’s 
cap to see through the fog. In September 
1971 Harvey designed a case that he called 
the .22 or 6MM MCR. By the way, MCR 
stands for Miller Custom Rifles. He hasn’t 
been using it for the last couple of years 
because he has been off playing with a new 
wildcat, which he calls the 6xMCR; this one

is based on the 5.56x50 MM RWS case. By 
the way, the indications that we are picking 
up out our way is that RWS brass is pretty 
darn good stuff. 

The MCR wildcat is based on .225 brass. 
The nice part of .225 brass is the fact that 
it will fit a .308 bolt face; another nice fact 
is the strength of the case itself. In factory 
form it held too much capacity for real 
accuracy work, even when necked up to 6 
MM, so it had to be shortened somewhat. 
The original reamer was ground by Hugh 
Henrickson, who in those days was working 
for Keith Franics, in Talent, Oregon. The 
original drawings for the case were sub- 
mitted by Harvey Miller, and edited by 
Hugh. The reamer was made without a rim 
counterbore, so that it could be used to cut 
chambers to varying depths, and besides 
you do not need a rim counterbore with a 
bolt action using a semi-rimmed case. The 
case length for the 6 MM MCR that was 
found to be the ideal case capacity was 
1.650”. As with most of the so-called im- 
proved cases, this one also used .008 body 
taper, and 40 degree shoulder angle, with 
aneck length of .310. Harvey also ran some 
tests using small rifle primers in bushed 
cases, and came to the conclusion that a 
smaller flash hole was more beneficial than 
a smaller primer. 

In 1976 the good Mr. Miller set out to build 
his now famous ‘‘smoke gun’. There was 
alot of snickering and belly laughs when this 
rifle first appeared on the South West 
Region circuit . . . with its wild paint scheme 
of red and white stripes and white stars on 
a blue background, with the second 
amendment printed very neatly on one side, 
and the poised rattlesnake and ‘‘Don’t 
Tread On Me” on the other side. However,

after he had won several matches with it, 
the merriment ceased, and the former 
comedians were now asking Harvey if he 
would build them one. 

The heart of the snake gun was a 
Remington XP-100 action, with a dual port 
“Baggett Special’ sleeve from Alvin Da- 
vidson glued on. The barrel was a McMillan 
1-14 twist sporter weight, 1912 inches long, 
and chambered for the 6 MM MCR. He used 
a Burns 2 ounce trigger, and later on... a 
Burns bolt. The action was §lued into a 
McMillan stock, and scoped with a 
Lyman-Siebert 35 power scope. The rifle 
won the grand agg at Richmond, California 
the first time out of the box, on the day that 
most of the hot-shot shooters of the 
Southwest Region were on hand. 

In April of 1972, Harvey picked up the 
sporter class grand agg NBRSA record 
with his snake gun, with a .2778 figure. A 
few months later, in September of 1978, 
Harvey returned to Richmond, and this 
time, using his 10/2 pound sporter, he set 
a heavy varmint class 100 yard agg mark 
of .1629 that stood for four years. By the 
way, the load used that day was 27.7 grains 
of H 322 (the old, gray stuff), 61 grain bullets 
made by Harvey, in Detesch dies, using J4 
jackets and Federal primers. Sound fa- 
miliar? Sound like a 6 PPC load? 

In 1976, at the NBRSA Nationals at 
Austin, Texas, Harvey placed in the top 20 
in two of the classes, and made top 20 in 
the three gun, all with his 10/2 pound Snake 
Gun. The rifle itself was quite a cover shot 
for the November-December 1976 issue of 
Rifle magazine. 

Like so many benchrest shooters, | was 
a varmint hunter first . . . for 25 years or so. 
| met Harvey Miller in 1978, when he was

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South West Region director. We invited 
Harvey Miller to one of our hunter class 
matches here at Carson City, Nevada. Over 
a brief period of time of knowing Harvey 
Miller, he got me involved not only in 
shooting benchrest, but also in building 
benchrest rifles, and high accuracy level 
varmint rifles, using benchrest techniques. 
| am now working with a little case called 
the .222 CLC (‘‘Cute Little Case’’, or 
‘‘Cundiff’s Little Cartridge” .. . whichever 
you prefer). Your names for cartridges are, 
to say the least. . . weird, David. (Editor: the 
only way | can keep my equilibrium in life is 
if | can keep laughing. so | laugh at myself 
... at my close friends ... and at wildcat 
cartridges that | bump into. I’ve given a 
half-dozen wildcat names . . . many of them 
with gallows humor, such as the Aardvark. 
| continue to laugh ... at myself ... my 
friends ... and my world. My friends have 
all come to realize that when I’m harassing 
the beejabbers out of them. . . alll’msaying 
is... “you're my friend; let’s laugh’. Those 
few people in life... who cannot laugh . . . 
and most importantly ... cannot laugh at 
themselves. . .should be avoided. They are 
vexatious to the spirit, detrimental to 
happiness ... and a pain in the neck 
besides). 

Okay, back to the .222 CLC. This case 
is based on the standard .222, with the case 
blown forward to form a 40° shoulder, and 
a neck length the same as the .222 
magnum, with a .244 neck outside diam- 
eter, and .008 body taper. I’ve been having 
good success with 25.0 grains of H 322 and 
52 grain Berger bullets. It has a certain 
amount of similitude with the .22 Jalapeno 
wildcat of Jim Meyers that appeared in the 
April issue of P.S. 

The .17 caliber continues to fascinate me. 
If we could ever get real good, match- 
quality bullets, it would be fun to give it a 
go, seriously, with the .17 tube. 
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While | do not agree with all your opinions, 
Dave (Editor: WHAT!!), | do agree that it is 
a heck of a lot of fun to experiment, to try 
to find something new .. . that works just 
a bit better. Sometimes we succeed ... 
sometimes we were off on a tangent... 
almost always, we had fun. 

| guess I'll close this with a simple request 
. .. don’t forget us West Coasters. . . we’re 
part of the NBRSA too... P.S. magazine 
is our official publication . . . we’d like to be 
part of it. (Editor: And I'd love to have you 
part of it. | just spoke to Harvey Miller, by 
phone, and asked him to do a bit of writing 
for us. The same goes for the entire West 
Coast. Maybe | better make friends with a 
few West Coast gunsmiths. As Seely 
Masker or Harold Broughton could tell you 
... if | ever show up out your way for a 
match . . . | usually need help. Seriously . . . 
the magazine is what ... you...we...

SAM WILSON 


1895 - 1985 


Lloyd Elmer ‘‘Sam’’ Wilson was well 
known as one of the toughest competitors 
in the shooting sport for over seventy years. 
He started shooting high power matches in 
1915 and had been shooting pistol matches 
a couple years prior to that. In 1920 he was 
National small bore champion and by 1929 
had won his distinguished rifle and pistol 
badges, the sixth civilian to be double 
distinguished. 

In 1921 Sam and his brother Tom opened 
the Wilson Brothers general machinists and 
toolmakers shop in Pehastin, Washington 
and in 1927 moved to Cashmere, Wash- 
ington where L.E. Wilson Inc. has been ever 
since. 

In 1935 Sam started making case gauges 
and in 1936 added his case trimmer, 
deburring tool, primer pocket and case neck 
reamers and in 1937 introduced his full 
length sizer and chamber type bullet seater. 
These tools were quickly accepted by 
handloaders as being extremely accurate, 
durable and of the highest quality. Still 
produced today by Sam’s two sons, Jim

and Jack, they remain the same high quality 
by which all others are judged. 

During the war the Wilson shop produced 
headspace gauges to fill government 
contracts. 

Benchrest shooting started in Seattle on 
August 6, 1944 but due to gas rationing 
Sam was unable to attend. After the war 
ended most of Sam’s time was devoted to 
manufacturing loading tools and benchrest 
shooting and in the early fifties he built a 100 
yd tunnel and reloading room. Over the 
years Sam was continually involved in the 
search for extreme accuracy and from his 
shop and tunnel have come many in- 
novative products and ideas that have 
benefited all shooters. 

Sam was a quiet man and away from the 
firing line maintained a low profile. However 
when the match started he was at best 
tough and more often than not impossible 
to deal with. His moves at the bench were 
as precise as those of his ‘‘Big Bertha’ 
mechanical gun. He seldom showed 
emotion, he calmly shot small groups that 
made small aggregates. His benchrest 
career spanned forty years and the un- 
limited class was his favorite. He shot three 
national records, two in 1955 and one in 
1981 at age 86. 

We of the Puget Sound club recently held 
our Washington State unlimited matches 
and Sam’s absence was felt by all. Our stat 
man Stan Tombs asked that we join him in 
a minutes silence in memory of Sam. He is 
gone but he will not be forgotten. Rest in 
peace, Sam.

Editor’s addendum: The obituary of Sam 
Wilson is a bit overdue, but | wanted it to 
be written by one of the Northwest Region 
shooters, rather than a New England 
Yankee like myself. 

| was never fortunate enough to meet 
Sam Wilson in life, and | have to count 
myself poorer for that. But | do have two 
favorite Sam Wilson stories, one involving 
myself, and one from my buddy Rick 
Hornbeck. 

As the P.S. editor, the IBS editor, and the 
NBRSA editor, it is not unknown that | 
should get several phone calls in a day's 
time. Fortunately, well over 99 percent of 
them are nice. . .and sort ofinformative. . . 
a few of them are interesting little puzzlers, 
“how many Sherman actions, the Superior, 
were made, anyway?’’. (Answer, twenty 
nine). 

Well, one evening came a call from Sam 
Wilson. Regrettably, Sam was not calling to 
discuss some current hot benchrest topic. 
Nope. Sam had been trying to get ahold of 
a club director in his region, and had learned 
that the phone number for the individual in 
P.S. was no longer valid. Actually | had just 
received a revision to the phone number 
about ten days before. | can only gather that 
Sam had a short fuse for incorrect facts . . . 
Sam proceeded to run up one side of the 
editor, down the other, and then jump on his 
prostrate body. The editor, who can usually 
handle himself fairly well in a screaming 
session, was thrown off form by the re- 
cognizance that he was being chewed out 
by a legend. Attempts to get a word in 
edgewise ... ‘‘but .. . but’’ were abruptly 
terminated by the caller’s wish that HE 
HOPED THIS WOULD NOT HAPPEN 
AGAIN ... followed by a ‘‘click’’, termi- 
nating the conversation. | was sitting there, 
at my desk, studying my shoes, when my 
wife came through shortly afterwards ... 
and noticed that | looked as if a truck had 
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$39.50 plus postage 
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just run over me. She asked what was 
wrong, and | replied to the effect that | had 
one of the immortals of our sport jump up 
and down on me for about five minutes, and 
while I’m pretty good at heated debates, the 
only word | got out was “... but...” and 
would she kindly go get me a glass of wine. 
Later | sent Sam a brief letter of apology, 
and promised solemnly that | would try to 
keep better tabs on the phone numbers up 
there in the Northwest Region. Sam never 
replied . . . directly . . . but he did drop a line 
to his crony, Doc Garcelon (my boss), telling 
him that he thought that Brennan was “all 
right’. Doc passed the letter along to me 
... and | realized that we had peace be- 
tween us .. . and | also realized that while 
Sam could have written directly to me... 
he thought it would do me more good if he 
wrote to my boss. Thanks, Sam ... you 
knew what you were doing ... and con- 
versely ... | recognized what you did. 
My second favorite Sam Wilson story is 
by way of Rick Hornbeck ... one of the 
great human being discoveries of my life. It 
was an NBRSA National Championship in 
the unlimited class ... Sam’s class, cer- 
tainly. It was the final day, and Sam was 
holding on to a narrow lead, with several 
shooters very close to him, and the coveted 
National Championship was pretty much 
riding on every shot. Rick Hornbeck was the 
referee, and while loading he was ap- 
proached by the range crew . . . a possible 
disqualification ... some shooter appar- 
ently only had nine shots on target. Rick 
studied the moving backer closely . . . yep, 
only nine shots here . . . at which point he 
was told that the shooter was Sam Wilson. 
Rick was stunned ... an even closer ex- 


amination was made. . .amagnifying glass 
was obtained ... each bullet hole was 
studied . . . still, only nine shots were found. 

Rick took a deep breath, and went 
walking to where Sam Wilson was loading. 
And said, respectfully, . . . ‘‘Mr. Wilson’... . 
Sam continued loading. . .never looked up, 
and simply asked ... “‘nine shots?’’. Rick 
asked ... “how did you know?” .. . and 
Sam answered ‘‘I studied my loading block 
when | got back here . . . | had to fire a few 
sighters during my record string . .. when 
conditions were changing rapidly . . . and | 
began to suspect that | might have only fired 
nine record shots’. 

Rick, ever one of the nicest people that 
the Good Lord put on earth, was getting a 
bit emotional at this point . . . which is pretty 
easy for me to understand . . . and he said 
“Mr. Wilson, I'd rather lose my right arm 
than have to disqualify you”. And Sam 
quietly replied, ‘‘Son, don’t you worry about 
it. CHAMPIONS DON’T DO STUPID 
THINGS LIKE THAT”’. Maybe so, but that 
one-liner could only have come from a 
champion ... a great one. 

Rick told me that story at the P.S. Board 
of Directors meeting . . . well, to be exact, 
we were in a cocktail lounge, telling 
shooting stories, the night before the 
meeting. We had just, shortly before, 
learned of Sam’s death. Rick was unable to 
tell the story without a bit of a catch in his 
voice ... we were sitting there . . . sort of 
quiet ... when the bartender brought 
another round. We raised our glasses, and 
touched them ... there was none of this 
“here’s to Sam’ stuff ... some things 
transcend words . . . hell, we knew who we 
were drinking to.

N.C. “JACK” JACKSON, died at Wichita, 
Kansas on July 5th, of a heart attack at age 
79. Together with his son, Nolan Jackson, 
he founded Wichita Arms, noted manu- 
facturers of accuracy equipment. N.C. was 
a perfectionist, in manufacturing, and in just 
about everything in life. As his son recently 
related to the editor, “‘Someone like him. . . 
always searching for perfection ... was 
naturally attracted to benchrest shooting 
... itself a search for perfection’.

We reported on the Redding #3BR 
powder measure back in the September ’82 
issue of P.S. A number of these measures 
are seen at matches and it has been well 
accepted by benchrest shooters. 

The drum assembly of this measure is 
smooth operating, due to the close toler- 
ances held during manufacturing. The fit of 
the casting that makes up the measure 
body is honed finished which results in an 
excellent fit and smooth drum operation. As 
a result, if the drum asembly is left in the 
“drop’’ position, the weight of the mi- 
crometer assembly will cause the drum to 
return to the ‘‘charge”’ position. |, as well as 
some of my contemporaries, prefer to have 
the drum in the ‘‘drop” position when not 
in use and between thrown charges to 
prevent packing of powder in the powder 
cavity due to introduced vibration. | made 
a simple modification shortly after initial use 
of the #3BR to hold the drum in the ‘‘drop”’ 
position. Ye Ole Editor thought that was 
nifty and asked me to make the same 
change in his measure and also asked that 
| report on how it was done. So, here tis. 
Carefully done, it will not effect the smooth, 
effortless operation of the measure. 

First, we need a tiny steel ball, .125” to 
.150” in diameter, a small, light spring, a 
6-32 allen screw and scrap sheet metal. 
The scrap metal sheeting is cut to make a 
little plate 1/2” wide and .550” long. A #27 
hole is drilled .175” from the end of the plate 
and the plate is bent to follow the contour 
of the measure body. 

The drum is removed and the body is 
jigged in a drill press. This is not a job where 
a hand drill will work because we want the 
two holes properly located. A hole is first 
drilled and tapped for the 6-32 cap screw 
and the resulting burrs inside the measure 
body removed to maintain smooth drum 
operation. Next, a hole is located .300” 
from the center of the first hole. The size will 
be determined by the size of the steel ball. 
A .125” steel ball a #30 drill, a .150” steel 
ball a #24 drill. Both holes are drilled toward 
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the center of the measure body for proper 
operation and fit. 

Without moving the measure body in our 
jig, we assemble the drum in the measure 
and using the same drill, and while holding 
the drum in ‘‘drop’’ position, we chase the 
hole and just barely dimple the drum. The 


dimple should be very shallow, not more 
than 1/32” and hopefully closer to 1/64”. 
Remove the chips, install the drum, drop in 
the ball and spring and install the plate. The 
spring can be very light and frankly the 
biggest problem was finding a tiny spring 
with very light tension. 


The Spencer Action 
Cleaning Tool 


Don Spencer now makes an action 
cleaning tool. There are a number of this 
type of accessories on the market and all 
do the intended task. The Spencer tool is 
not designed to wipe out the chamber, but 
it proved to clean up all the other areas 
inside the action when put to use. | took it 
to Super Shoot and used it for the first time. 
Teamed with a proper fitting chamber mop, 
it did a first class job. 

The tool is fifteen inches long and has a 
stainless steel shaft. It is fitted with a nice 
hardwood handle. The business end is 
fitted with a tip fitting to secure a soft, 
absorbent cleaning tip, which is held in 
place by a small brass nut. The cleaning tip 
is one inch in diameter and one half inch 
thick. 

The cleaning tip is large enough to make 
good contact with the inside of any bolt 
action and picks up all the fluid and foreign 
matter while being pushed up to the 
chamber. Because the cleaning tip has lots 
of give, it will clean up the rear of the breech 
and if breeched for a coned bolt, will fit nicely 
into the barrel cone. With little effort, any 
bore cleaner, oil or fouling can be promptly 
removed from the area between the barrel

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and action lugs. A quick rotation on the 
action lugs and the job is done. 

Solvents will not harm the tips and can 
be used to clean the inside of an action and 
dry it out with a second tip if necessary. | 
tried it and was surprised how much dirt and 
fouling | removed from the inside of an 
action after a week-end match. The tips can 
be washed out and reused. 

If removing and replacing a barrel, it 
cleans the threads and face of the action 
very nicely before replacing the barrel.

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abundance of ranges for us in the first place, 
the loss of just one is something to be 
concerned about. 

The talk of the need for stationary 
backers has been around for years, and it’s 
my understanding that the NBRSA has now 
made them mandatory for registered 
matches to be held beginning this year. It’s 
a great idea in theory, but... 

Anyone who’s had anything to do with 
the operation of a small benchrest range 
knows it’s a tough row to hoe. A lot of these 
ranges are barely breaking even or even 
losing money as things stand now, and 
along comes the requirement for additional 
expenditure on the part of the range 
owners. 

| recently heard that Bill Gwin, owner of 
the B&R Rifle Range at Westfield, Indiana, 
has decided to hold no registered matches 
in 1985 due to the requirement for sta- 
tionary backers. Big deal, you say? Well, if 
Bill does decide to pack it in in terms of 
sponsoring registered benchrest matches, 
the number of ranges holding matches in 
Indiana will be cut by 50 percent. Two of the 
four ranges in lowa, at Mason City and 
Moscow, have already ended their bench- 
rest programs due to a lack of shooter 
support; and it remains to be seen how the 
other two will fair.

at benchrest matches. I’ve heard the horror 


‘stories about shooters who received an 


“extra’’ shot that cost them an important 
match, about shooters who are willing to 
give a fellow an ‘‘extra’’ shot to keep that 
person from winning. Maybe I’m lucky to 
end up so far down in the ruck at the 
matches. Other than as a joke (played on 
my sighter target), no one ever bothers to 
crossfire intentionally on my targets. Those 
who have crossfired on my target have 
been man enough to admit it. Like | say, 
maybe I’m just lucky. 

The argument, of course, is that we have 
long required moving backers for registered 
matches, so why not add the requirement 
for stationary backers which will end, once 
and for all, the question of crossfires. It’s a 
heck of a good argument but, unfortunately, 
it’s beginning to look like that argument is 
not supported by the economics of today’s 
benchrest situation. 

In spite of the fact that | hail from a small 
town near the watermelon fields of south- 
eastern lowa, I’m not so naive as to think 
there aren’t shooters among us who will go 
to any means to win a benchrest match. 
Somewhere — taped to the lid of their 
shooting box or folded neatly in their wallet 
— these guys probably carry a copy of the 
oft-heard quotation, ‘‘Winning isn’t every- 
thing, it’s the ONLY thing.”’ As | understand 
it, that saying can be attributed to a football 
coach... a PROFESSIONAL FOOTBALL 
coach. The situation is a little different here. 
We're supposed to be shooting because we 
enjoy the competition — not because we're 
out there earning a living. 

The need for stationary backers — 
moving backers, for that matter — is, in the 
end, a concession to the cheaters among 
us. And that is a sad commentary on what 
is supposed to be an amateur sport. | enjoy 
winning rifle matches as much as the next 
guy. It’s a real ego trip to come home with 
a trophy (perhaps because it happens so 
rarely), and have your daughter make over 
you like you’re 10 feet tall. But more than 
winning, | go to the matches because | enjoy 
the shooting and enjoy the people who are 
there. Benchrest shooters are, for the most 
part, the finest group I’ve ever been as- 
sociated with. 

But there are, apparently, a few indivi- 
duals (perhaps a better term would be the 
slang expression for that portion of the 
anatomy which keeps Charmin, et.al., in 
business) among us whose goals are higher 
than personal enjoyment. Those for whom 
the phrase, ‘‘Winning isn’t everything, it’s 
the only thing,’’ contains a parenthetical. . . 
(by any means). | wonder how many more 
concessions we’re going to have to make 
to these people in the future. And how much 
it’s going to cost the sport of benchrest 
shooting.

Dear Dave: 

| have greatly enjoyed Harold Brough- 
ton’s writings in PS and | don’t want him to 
think | am nit-picking his recent writings 
concerning twist and bullet stability. 
However, | believe they do include some 
misconceptions. Since one of these con- 
cerns the relative pressures developed, it 
might lead incautious reloaders into trouble. 

If | understand the articles, Harold is 
under the impression that, given the same 
cartridge, bullet, load and throating, and 
identical rifling dimensions, a barrel with a 
16” twist will develop lower, powder gas 
pressure (Or conversely, permit the use of 
more powder, thus developing higher ve- 
locity) than a barrel with a 14” twist. If | have 
not understood correctly, | would appre- 
ciate being set right. 

The above idea has been around for a 
long time and was most prevalent in the 
early days of the .22 Lovell, in the 1930's. 
The fact is that changes in twist, all the way 
from one turn in 12” to one turn in 6”, in 
tests of the 5.56mm, M193 Ball ammunition 
in tests, showed velocity changes of only 
about 1/4% and pressure changes of only 
about 1%. Enclosed are photocopies of an 
article from the July 1977 ‘‘American 
Rifleman’, from which the editor can ab- 
stract such information as he feels it 
desirable to publish. 

Rifling twist and bullet stability are very 
complex and it would take several pages to 
cover the subject adequately. Given good 
bullets, of benchrest class, the slowest 
possible twist should give the best 
grouping, though it might be difficult to find 
the difference between a 14” and a 16” 
twist, given barrels, chambers, throats, etc. 
absolutely identical. 

In the comparison of the relative revo- 
lutions per minute of bullets in 14” and 16” 
twists at two different velocities, there is a 
factor which has been overlooked. That is 
the effective density of the atmosphere, at 
the two muzzle velocities. The resistance of 
the air varies in a complex manner, with 
velocity, and, charted, forms what can be 
described as an ‘‘S”’ curve. The ideal bullet 
profile for least resistance also varies with 
velocity. 

The “British Textbook of Small Arms, 
1929” includes the following statement in 
the section covering rifling twist: 

‘When the density of the bullet is less 
than that of lead or the density of the 
resisting medium is greater than that of air, 
the spin should be increased as the square 
root of the ratio of the densities. Thus 
aluminum is four times as light as lead and

requires double the spin, whereas water is 
900 times as heavy as air so that the spin 
has to be increased 30-fold if the bullet is 
to be stable in water.” 

The resistance of the air, hence its 
density relative to the flight of the bullet, is 
substantially greater at 3662 fps than at 
3200 fps. Thus, a bullet just barely stable 
in the 14” twist at 3200 fps might be stable 
at 3662 in the 16” twist under the same 
atmospheric conditions. With the usual 
weight of benchrest bullets, | would not 
expect problems, but | feel that readers of 
PS should have an understanding of the 
problem. 

There have been some notable examples 
of rifles and ammunition which showed 
acceptable to excellent grouping under 
moderate temperature, no wind conditions, 
but which failed to give equally satisfactory 
groups in cold temperatures, with a head 
wind. One well known example was the 
M16, 5.56 mm, as originally made in rifling 
twist and bullet design. The bullet was given 
minimum stability, so that it would tumble 
upon impact, creating wound damage for its 
caliber. Fired under winter conditions, with 
a head wind, grouping degraded below 
acceptable levels and it was found nec- 
essary to increase the rate of twist. 

Another famous example occurred at 
Camp Perry in 1913, during the Palma 
matches. The Canadians showed up for the 
Palma individual and team matches 
equipped with long barreled, Ross, .303 
rifles and 200 grain bullets with a very long 
point. Canadians won the first three places 
in the individual Palma. The next day, Perry 
experienced one of its sudden weather 
changes, temperatures in the 50’s, with a 
cold wind blowing directly from the targets. 
The Canadian 200 grain windjammer shot 
all over the target and the U.S. team won 
by a wide margin.

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LETTER TO THE EDITOR 


Dear Dave, 

| would like to start off this letter by saying 
that | am not a successful benchrest 
shooter. (Editor: well, at this point | can tell 
that it’s not Don Geraci writing to me). 
Indeed I’m not even a benchrest shooter. 
I’ve never been to a match. (Editor: keep it 
that way. After the Super Shoot | cried 
myself to sleep every night for a week .. . 
and | have gone back to sucking my thumb, 
and dragging a security blanket around with 
me). | can only guess that it would be a 
fascinating sport, although a bit expensive. 
(Editor: nonsense, many of us participate 
just on the small amounts we pick up by 
bringing back returnable bottles for the 5¢ 
deposit. As long as you can return 10,000 
bottles a week, you will have no trouble at 
all). Neither am | an engineer, machinist, or 
gunsmith. (Editor: with credentials like that, 
if you also have a complete lack of me- 
chanical aptitude, you could be the next 
Editor of P.S.) Until eight years ago, my only 
guns were a Marlin 39 A, and a Savage 
single shot .22 mag. (Editor: nothing wrong 
with them; there were a bunch of them on 
the firing line at the Super Shoot). 

Since that time however, I’ve become 
quite fascinated with centerfire rifles; in- 
itially, as with most people, through hunting. 
A well developed curiosity and voracious 
appetite for any printed word on my hobby 
has led me to a modest string of wildcats, 
pretty much all in hunting or varmint rifles, 


and a subscription to Precision Shooting. 
(Editor: well, that last comment certainly 
puts the cherry on the sundae; you really 
went to heck in those eight years, didn’t 
you). 

The last several issues of your magazine 
have brought me some delightful insights on 
the thinking of people with much more 
experience than myself in searching for that 
elusive quality that the late, revered Colonel 
said was necessary to make a rifle inter- 
esting. Their thinking happened to parallel 
some of my own thinking when | started a 
wildcat project of my own about three years 
ago . . . said project having been put aside 
for a while ... and now picked up once 
again. 

The concept behind the cartridge was to 
develop something close to the PPC, on 
.30-30 brass, to use on a varmint rifle that 
| was building on a Falling Block works 
single shot action. Not having a PPC case 
with which to work, | fear that my developed 
wildcat just might be a little light in case 
capacity. Ballistic research with this case is 
still in its infancy, so | have little to report 
in this vein. However | am sending you a 
copy of the drawing from which Clymer 
made the reamer. 

The following are my (admittedly ama- 
teur) observations on making this particular 
wildcat: 

1.) A Jones sizer, with interchangeable 
buttons is an absolute necessity.

2.) Cut off the case a bit long in a 30 
Herret trim die. 

3.) | use a 7 MM BR form die to reduce 
the neck, and set back the shoulder to the 
point that the base of the neck is at the base 
of the shoulder of the new wildcat. 

4.) | use a Sinclair neck turner, set with 
a feeler gauge, to clean up and thin the 
neck. The main purpose of this is to reduce 
brass thickness in the shoulder. 

5.) Using the Jones die and sizers, | 
reduce the neck, and form a new shoulder 
at the correct point. 

6.) | trim the case to proper length, clean 
up the flash hole, and turn the neck to the 
point where it measures .270 with a seated 
bullet. 

Being a cautious sort of fellow, | then 
fireform with Cream of Wheat, and Bulls- 
eye. (Editor: ah, the true Breakfast of 
Champions ... Cream of Wheat, and 
Bullseye. Nothing like it, for starting your 
day off with a bang).

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8.) Next, | resize the neck, and seat a 
bullet for final fire forming. 

To date | have tried Remington, Federal, 
Frontier, Winchester, and Norma 30-30 
brass, and Winchester .375 brass. | have 
found annealing to be more of a hindrance 
than a help. Of all the brass used, Rem- 
ington appears to be the thinnest, with 
some cases so thin that little or no brass 
was removed from the neck of the wildcat. 
Norma brass was so thick that all cases 
split at the shoulder, even after annealing 
when fireforming with Cream of Wheat. 

| would like to ask a few questions of the 
more mechanically minded among your 
self-styled dirty dozen. 

If the basic cases were sized, or formed 
to a slightly oversized cylindrical shape . . . 
could they not then be run into a die, and 
the interior of walls, and the base of the 
powder chamber tried with a reamer, much 
in the manner of the RCBS inside-neck 
turning die? This would be a great boon to 
those of us without a lathe, or the 
knowledge to run one. 

Has anyone done any experimenting with 
the .357 Maximum case? It has small primer 
pockets, is built to withstand high pres- 
sures, and strikes me as a rimmed .222 
basic case. Once, in a curious mood, | 
necked one down to .17 caliber with ease, 
using the Jones die, and various sized 
buttons. It was a Federal nickel plated case, 
and other than gaining close to 1/10 inch in 
length, looked perfect; without folds, dents, 
cracks, wrinkles, peeling nickel, or any of 
the other signs of severe wildcatting.

I’ve already 
made arrangements for Bob Pease, who is 
one of my distributors, to send you some 
samples along with his prices. He and Jack 
Allen of Allen & Sons in Los Angeles, 
California handle my bullets. Jack Allen tried 
all of my bullets first before taking them on 
for resale. He tried the 30 caliber in his 
heavy varmint class rifle with excellent 
success. Six five-shot groups at 100 yards 
averaged .2235. The case is a sharp 
shoulder .308 Winchester shortened a bit. 
Using Winchester 748 powder, the 135 
grain bullet clocked at 3100+ f.p.s. Verne 
Johnson in Portland, Oregon found that the 
135 grain bucks wind almost as well as the 
168 Sierra with quite a bit less recoil. 

As you can see when your samples 
arrive, the bullet is an 8 caliber ogive with 
a very small h.p. Verne uses these in the 
hunter class rifle. He says he has been 
shooting ragged hole groups with regu- 
larity. He also had a ballistic coefficient test 
run on them, and the coefficient came out 
quite high for the 135 and 150 grain. Verne 
can be reached at the following address:

Dear Geza and Rick 


With the passing of Al Angerman, you two are about my last experimenters left. Okay, 
experimenters, an assignment ... from The Very Top Levels of the P.S. Editorial De- 
partment. 


Here’s the scoop. What | would like to have the two of you muddle around on. . . working 
independently, or separately, | don’t care how you tackle the project . . . is to explore the 
relationship between case neck tension and changes in point of impact in a vertical plane 
on the target. 


Exactly how you will be able to measure the pressure of bullet seating | leave to your 
more-orderly-than mine minds. A bathroom scale jury-rig, whatever. | suppose that you 
could, if you HAD to, measure neck tension by ‘‘feel’’ only ... but in that case the ex- 
periments would not carry the validity and creditability that would accompany some system 
of solid measure. 


| would like to see you explore certain obvious questions, and then whatever variants you 
yourselves wish to throw in... 


¢ With four cases of similar neck tension, and one noticeably tighter (or looser) . . . 
will that one different case put its bullet into the group with the others? 


Using the same five cases, reloading on the bench, fire five shots with your regular 
sizing button used. Clean the rifle, and resize the cases much tighter than before, 
and now fire five more shots on the same target, changing your aiming point an inch 
or two to the side, but only in a horizontal plane . . . do not select a higher or lower 
aiming point. Repeat the process one more time, this time using no sizing whatsoever 
fire another group on the same target. How do they compare for relative elevation? 


Compare the results of groups fired on a calm day with cases that closely match 
in the neck tension area, with cases that have wide variations in neck tension .. . 
some tight, some that are loose. Can you tell the difference on paper? 


Got the idea, gentlemen? | set no time table on the project. Work at your own pace, and 
let’s see what you come up with. Feel free to discuss your ongoing results with each other, 
and at the end, if you each wish to give me a separate report, or if you wish to give me 
a combined report . . . that is your choice. In any event, | am sure that you will do a good 
job. Dave Brennan 


RICK HORNBECK 


Dear Dave, 

| did do some testing in days past on the 
subject of case neck tension, but it was a 
long time ago. My primary problem is to find 
weather conditions that will permit me to do 
testing that will result in valid data. Let me 
tell you, my little practice range can really 
be a stinker. But I'll sure give it a go! 

| sat down to assemble my own thoughts 
and opinions on the subject BEFORE | 
started testing. | hope my testing will prove, 
rather than disprove, the validity of most of 
these pre-testing opinions, but for better or 
worse, here are the pre-testing thoughts. 

— After the case is fired some number of 
rounds, neck tensions change, due to 
different rates of case neck work hardening. 
In well used cases | have found that this may 
be as much as 15 pounds different pull force 
to start bullet movement. — 

—1 do not believe that brushing the 
necks between firings has any effect on 
making tension pressures more uniform. 

— Different powder/primer combina- 
tions result in different pressure peak rates. 
The bullet may be ‘‘slid’’ out of its neck 
tension, or the bullet is released as the 
pressure climbs, or some element of both. 

— The reloading dies (used in reloading 
presses) that Joe Shooter buys down at the 
local gun shop result in a loaded round 
where the bullet is held very tightly. 
Sometimes so tightly that the size or shape 
of the bullet is slightly deformed by the 
seating process. This very hard neck 
tension may be necessary because of recoil 
in some rifles, but it certainly does nothing 
favorable for the rifle’s accuracy. 

— Flat Base Match Bullets, with their 
pressure rings, have an additional critical 
element . . . the uniformity of the pressure 
ring is as important as uniform body di- 
ameter. If the pressure ring is not uniform,

it does not take too sharp a customer to 
realize that the neck tension of the loaded 
rounds will not be uniform. | do not know 
how important this is (it would certainly 
SEEM to be important), and | guess that is 
why we need the shooting test suggested. 

— | do know, from past experience, that 
cases have been fired a number of times, 
and have some carbon burnt into the inside 
of the necks .. . even with brushing while 
reloading, and seating with normal light 
tension . . . if the loaded rounds are allowed 
to sit around for some time in higher hu- 
midity ... the bullets will be gripped to 
increased levels, and will require greater 
force to pull. This has been experienced a 
number of times. In press loading dies, this 
force can become really high. Again, | don’t 
know how important this is. 

— It is my OPINION that the most 
desirable bullet tension for a benchrest 
cartridge is about 20 to 30 pounds of pull. 
It seems to me that this compromise would 
give the best latitude to adjust for brass 
work-hardening, carbon build-up, differ- 
ences in bullet diameters and pressure rings 
over the life of the brass. 

The above will give you the preconceived 
notions that are stuck up there in the old 
Hornbeck noggin as | enter these tests. 
Until | can get to the range at a good time 
for testing, | will ‘‘hold’’.

Dear Rick, 

| received your letter, and | agree with 
most of your comments and opinions. Now 
| would like to get my two cents worth in on 
the subject of removing carbon particles 
inside the case necks, as this is related to 
neck tension. 

| personally cannot tell you, in pounds, 
just how much pressure is needed to seat 
a bullet properly. Kindly let me know how 
you measure this. | go by feel. | can seat the 
bullet with the pressure only of my thumb 
on the head of my bullet seater. It should 
be a smooth even feel, without a great deal 
of pressure being exerted. If you try this, 
and find yourself with any thumb discom- 
fort, then obviously you are using more neck 
tension than | use. | normally seat them with 
the palm of my hand, if only for the ease and 
convenience. 

To remove carbon deposits in the 6 MM 
necks, | use an oversize bore brush, new 
.270 or .308 brushes, to be exact. | screw 
the brush into a case neck brush holder 
handle, and with a twisting motion | clean 
the inside case necks until the carbon is 
removed only in the area where the bullet 
is seated to. Do this before the start of the 
days firing, or as needed between matches. 
| have another handle with an oversize 
nylon case neck brush. Dip this into

powdered graphite, and twist into the case 
necks with one or two twists. This will 
lubricate the necks, and give you smoother 
seating. | do this part after every firing. Even 
if the neck tension is on the heavy side, 
accuracy should improve. 

Case neck thickness has to be tailored to 
the dies being used, whether it is a hand die 
or a press die. This is the only way that you 
can get uniform seating tension ... and 
uniform seating tension can solve some of 
the problems mentioned. In fact | have 
recently started tailoring my case neck 
thicknesses to the type of bullet being used. 
Flat base bullets, with their preSsure rings, 
will seat somewhat harder than boat tails 
in the same cases. There is also more 
contact surface on the seated flat base 
bullet. The difference in neck thicknesses, 
between the two, is about .0005. 

Take five of your cases that have carbon 
build-up in them. Clean five of them as | have 
outlined above. Do not do any cleaning on 
the other five; now see if you can detect any 
differences in seating tension. Shoot them 
that way, and see if there is a difference in 
accuracy. 

One further comment. A couple of years 
ago | read in Precison Shooting where 
Lester Bruno had shot an agg, nicely down 
into the teens, at the Super Shoot. He 
seated his bullets with his fingers only.

This neck tension test undertaken at the 
request of the editor, jointly with Rick 
Hornbeck (in case there was any difference 
in New York air, as compared to New 
Jersey air) to see if there was any dis- 
cernible difference in point of impact ... 
when comparing cases with strong neck 
tension ... with cases with light neck 
tension. My first dilemma to come to light 
was that | did not have a button small 
enough to size my regular cases so as to 
create a strong neck tension. There is 
however more than one way to skin a cat 

. | took ten new PPC cases, and turned 
five of them to .009 neck thickness, and five 
of them to .008 neck thickness . . . and we 
were then ready to get the show (test) on 
the road. 

In this series of tests | used my heavy 
varmint rifle, which is based on a CPS 
action, and to which I’d just had installed a 
new barrel from Bill Wiseman. I'd had the 
new barrel installed a couple of months ago, 
and life was becoming very frustrating 
because every time that | went to the range 
to try it out, there was a hurricane blowing 
away. On this particular day we had a 
promising weather forecast, so! went to the 
range at Jackson, New Jersey, and arrived 
there a bit before 6:00 A.M. (Editor: don’t 
bother calling me to tell me that you’ve 
arrived at the range. A postcard will do just 
fine). Fortunately the conditions were quite 
favorable on this particular day. 

| direct your attention to targets A-B- 
C-D-E-F attached. | know, | know. . . target 
A is out of sequence. You can’t have eve- 
rything. Analytic wizard that your are, 
David, you will immediately notice that there 
are two (5 shot) groups on each target. 
(Editor: | hadn’t noticed . . . but now that 
you mention it . . .). The group on the left, 
on each target, was shot with the cases that 
had .009 necks (stronger neck tension). The 
group on the right, on each target, was shot 
with the cases that had .008 necks (lighter 
neck tension). The groups on the left were 
aimed off the lower left corner of the aiming 
square, and the groups on the right were 
aimed off the lower right corner of the 
square. 

The shots were alternated on each 
target, with one shot from each row on the 
corresponding side of the target. The only 
exception was target F, which was not 
alternated. On that target the left group was 
fired first, and the right group was fired 
second. Two foulers were fired on a sighter 
target before each of the six illustrated 
targets, and the gun was cleaned between 
each target. 

No scope setting changes were made 
throughout the test, once the initial 
sighting-in was accomplished on the sighter 
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target. There were a few minor powder 
changes, and they are shown on each 
target. Some were sized, some were not 
sized ... this also is clearly indicated on 
each target. The test called for aim and 
shoot each shot in the same condition, and 
let the groups form where they would. No 
attempt was made to ‘‘chase”’ a shot that 
looked as if it was out of position. 

On targets B and D the cases were sized, 
and a noticeable difference in neck tension 
was felt during the seating of the bullets. 
You will note that the groups on the left, with 
.009 necks and stronger neck tension 
formed higher on these two targets. 

Target A was also sized, and only a minor 
difference in point of impact resulted. This 
was the first target after fire-forming the ten 
cases, and .3 grains less powder was used 
on this target. 

Targets C and E were not sized at all; the 
bullets were finger seated only. They came 
closer to fitting in the left groups (.009 
necks), and they were looser in the right 
groups (.008 necks). There was only a slight 
difference in point of impact on target C. 
There was a greater difference on target E, 
but here the load was increased by .3 grain. 

Target F was not sized either, and this 
was the only target on which | elected to try 
boat-tail bullets. On this target the shots 
were not alternated, and | did not clean the 
gun between the two groups. 

You will note that the point of impact on 
targets E and F came back to the original 
impact point that was established on target 
A... even though the powder charge for 
these two targets was higher than the 
powder charge for A by .9 grain. The six 
groups on the left, with .009 necks, 
averaged out at .2185. The six groups on 
the right, with .008 necks, averaged .2602. 
The combined twelve group aggregate was 
2394. 

| tried using certified weights on top of my 
seating die to see how much it took to seat 
the bullets in the sized cases. The .008 
necks seated with a one pound weight on 
top of the straight line seating die. The .009 
necks need a bit more push. A 3%2 pound 
weight was not up to the task. | did not have

an interim weight to check things with, but 
a 10 pound weight seated the bullet with 
ease, thereby suggesting that about 5 to 8 
pounds of pressure was needed to seat 
bullets in these cases. 

The test proved to me at least that you 
cannot have a large variation in neck 
tension in a set of cases. On the other hand, 
stronger neck tension seems to shoot as 
well as lighter neck tension, if the cases are 
matched to each other. In my years of 
shooting, | personally have had better re- 
sults, in all calibers, with very little neck 
tension at all. No matter what thickness of 
necks you use, the sizing dies have to 
match the cases to get the proper tension 

. and to get the proper results . . . down 
on the target. 


TESTING CONTINUED 

An interesting follow up came about in my 
experimenting with neck tensions. | went to 
the Englishtown range the afternoon after 
the neck tension tests at the Jackson range. 
| put my cruiser weight barrel onto the heavy 
varmint rig that | had used at Jackson, and 
tried a couple of groups (5 shots) with the 
same cases used in the preceding tests. 
These are targets #1 and #2. It was too 
windy for me to prove anything of an 
equipment nature, and | stopped testing. 

Only a few shooters showed up for the 
scheduled hunter class match. We put the 
lights down range for the night shoot. 
Conditions dropped off to very calm, and 
there was no mirage from the outdoor flood 
lamps that my friend Ed Larsen had brought 
to the range. We normally use high power 


vapor lamps at the target areas in our night 
shoots. These throw a lot of heat, and 
cause mirage. 

| decided to try some ten shot groups with 
my old, established cases. | sized the cases 
with my hand dies only enough to get a slip 
fit bullet seat which allowed me to seat the 
bullets with my fingers. They fit perfectly, 
with no neck tension at all. The Euber 
flat-base bullets came down to a point 
where they just touched the powder, which 
was half way up the neck. | used a Culver 
measure setting of 51.0 clicks with H 322 
powder. This was subsequently checked 
on my powder scale when | arrived back 
home, and found to be 26.5 grains with the 
51.0 Culver setting. When the can was 
fresh, this setting would throw 27.2 grains. 
| always check out this factor, everytime | 
open a new fresh can. Many shooters do 
not realize that this is not a constant. | fired 
four ten-shot groups, and had groups of 
.181, .258, .184, and .221, good for a four 
group aggregate of .211. (Editor: that’s not 
really all that bad, Geza. The IBS existing 
record for five ten-shot groups is .2278. I'd 
have to say that your shooting was at least 
passing fair that evening). 

The ten shot group on target number six 
is sort of interesting. | fired it with the ten 
cases that | used in my earlier testing on the 
subject of case weights that has already 
been published in Precision Shooting. You 
can almost see two 5 shot groups attached 
together. The cases for target number six 
were resized to hold the bullet. 

When | arrived home, | checked the cases 
thoroughly. The Euber flat base bullets 
would fall into unsized, fired case neck. 
When | sized them with my hand dies the 
bullet would come to a stop when seated 
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with my fingers, and with no powder in the 
cases. | measured the overall length this 
way (base of case to tip of bullet), and they 
measured from 2.140 to 2.159. That was 
a spread of .019 in overall length. | filled the 
cases with powder, and again seated the 
Euber flat base bullets with my fingers. 
Careful measurement of the loaded rounds 
now measured 2.152 to 2.168, with one 
case at 2.190. After tapping this case to 
settle the powder it now measured 2.148. 
The bullets were resting on top of the 
powder. Variations in seating depth (with no 
neck tension) didn’t seem to matter at all. 
If the cases had been sized properly, it 
would have mattered. Accuracy was the 
best that | have ever experienced for 
consecutive ten shot groups. 

The overall length of this cartridge with 
this bullet is 2.199 to touch the lands in this 
chamber. Some of the bullets would be 
jumping as much as .050 or less, depending 
on how much the powder settled when the 
charge was thrown. | would theorize that 
the ignition of the primer alone would be 
enough to make the bullet engage the 
lands. 

It is possible that had | run these cases 
through my press die to get added neck 
tension (as | normally do) that | could have 
shot equally well. | do not profess to know 
a conclusive answer to that possibility.

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Dear Dave, 

My series of experiments with a .22 PPC 
and heavy bullets has turned up at least one 
solid result . . . . | now talk to myself on a 
regular basis. (Editor: | point out that | had 
nothing to do with this. Both Masker and 
Broughton tell that they never talked to 
themselves before they did some gun- 
smithing for me. | was about to order a rifle 
from Kenny, but if he talks to himself 
BEFORE dealing with my mechanical 
failings, heaven only knows what he would 
do afterwards. Probably drink to excess, or 
join a monastery, or start building a 
submarine or something). 

| have not been successful in getting my 
test barrel to agg any better than three 
tenths on a good conditions day. The 
question is obvious .... what’s wrong? 
From here on, I’m going to have to theorize, 
because finite answers are lacking. Per- 
sonal opinions, admittedly, but this is 
America, and |’m entitled to a personal 
opinion. First, | have a good deal of doubt 
that we have settled the question of the 
proper twist for the darn thing. | have been 
using one in ten as a twist in testing to this 
point. We certainly have some unexplored 
waters in the field of twist, and particularly 
in the field of twist at specific velocities. | 
think that most wild catters will agree with 
this opinion. For instance, the ol’ tried and 
true .270 would be better with a 1-12 twist 
if the shooter was going no higher in weight 
than 150 grain bullet, which it will stabilize 
well with realistic loads. But it will really 
outshine the standard 1-10 twist hands 
down with the bullet that it was designed 
for, the 130 grain. Sorry to get off benchrest 
topics for amoment there, but | thought that 
dragging the .270 in to this would wake up 
a few of the snoring bodies in the tenth row. 
(Editor: 270? .270? What the heck is a .270, 
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KENNY JARRETT 


anyway? I’ve gone through the last five 
years of P.S., and there is no mention of any 
sort of something called a .270. Must be a 
real way-out wildcat.) 

Back to the original subject, the heavy 
bullet .22 PPC. Theoretically, the longer the 
bullet is, the more rapid is the twist that is 
needed to stabilize it. The next sentence is 
a real challenge, as English composition 
goes, but it’s the best that | can phrase it 
.... the shorter the bullet, the slower the 
twist... . BUT... . the higher the velocity, 
the slower the twist can be. . . . and (again, 
theoretically) the more accurate the rifle will 
be. As knowledge evolved, in the field of rifle 
accuracy, the first part of this was much 
quoted .... the shorter the bullet, the 
slower the twist. As such, it was quoted by 
scores of gun writers over the years, some 
of whom would not have known an ogive 
from an arbor press. It was only as we 
progressed a bit in knowledge that we came 
to realize . . . . wait a minute; | think that the 
velocity just may be an important element 
here. 

So, the ideal twist of rifling would have to 
be somewhat of a compromise .... be- 
cause it should be just enough to stabilize 
the 65 or 69 grain bullet at the range a 
shooter desires to fire it at... . be it 100, 
200, or 300 yards. Since, for several 
reasons, twist is never exact in a barrel, this 
may at least partially explain why some 
particular barrels seem to shoot better at 
one yardage than at a different yardage. As 
we all know (even the Editor) if the rifling 
twist is too slow, the bullet spins too slow, 
and we get tumbling in flight, and keyhole 
effect at the target. If the bullet is over- 
stabilized with a fast twist, then accuracy 
is poor. So .... which way .... Jose? 

To some degree, another problem is 
pressure. With the standard .22 PPC, 
shooting 52-55 grain bullets, | believe the 
pressures turned up are roughly compa- 
rable to it’s 6 MM relative, fired with 65-69 
grain bullets. However when you take a 65

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grain bullet, and go to .22 caliber, you are 
introducing some new problems into the 
calculation. Gases cannot get through a 
given aperture, namely a bore diameter of 
.224 in this case, only so fast. . . .especially 
with a cartridge design such as the .22 PPC, 
which is almost straight-walled, with a 30° 
shoulder. In a case such as this, the 
turbulent burning of the powder, and the 
produced gases, create more pressure 
within the case itself than does a 
gradual-shouldered cartridge such as the 
.220 Swift. That is why you can neck down 
some of the big 30 caliber cases to .22 
caliber, and get no more real velocity than 
you can turn up with the good old Swift, in 
my opinion. 

You also have twice the bearing surface 
riding in the bore, which creates more 
pressure. | blew some primers on loads that 
| knew were perfectly safe with a .22 PPC 
shooting 52-55 grain bullets .... when | 
went to the 65 grain Berger bullets, they 
were no longer a safe load. So we arrive at 
another question, since breech pressure 
supposedly being equal in every direction 
. ... we may not consider the ‘‘back thrust 
factor’, which increases naturally, ac- 
cording to the case head surface area; the 
bigger the head, the more the back-thrust 
pressure. Since the thickness of a PPC at 
the extractor ring is only .051, this may rise 
up to meet us in the form of case head 
separations with this new animal, the 
“heavy bullet .22 PPC’’. 

To reiterate the back thrust pressure 
question, consider the fact that the .222 
Magnum, at the same breech pressure (if 
possible) as the .22 PPC, with both using 
52 grain bullets . . . . the back thrust on the 
PPC would be 30 or 40 per cent higher. So 
a whole new approach on powder might be 
in order, even down to trying some of the 
old standbys that are currently out of 
popularity in the benchrest world. | hear 
rumors that Hodgdon has a new ball 
powder out. Unless someone out there in 
the boondocks has got a heavy bullet .224 
walking the dog already, than | conclude 
that we have a lot more serious tinkering 
and experimenting to do with the heavy 
bullet, before we can get it shooting to 
benchrest standards. But it’s fun to deal 
with a perplexing problem, and in a small 
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way | feel that | am re-paying and carrying 
forward the work of those whose experi- 
ments have carried us this far, and made 
benchrest shooting and precision shooting 
ve oa TUM, 

On another subject, beating the PPC 
case, which was so well covered, as a fun 
venture, in the June issure, | think that a 
good many knowledgeable shooters have 
proven that the 30-30 case will indeed shoot 
quite creditably in its various forms of 
faceifting. | think the one big requirement is 
going to be to get the case capacity right 
on the old schnozola . . . . a bit too much, 
or a bit too little just isn’t going to cut it. I’m 
guessing 1.150 to 1.200 for the .22 bore; 
I’m sure that a longer version would really 
stroll a heavy 6 MM bullet down range... . 
but it would greatly increase fouling, so no 
real gain there. 

The BR brass is of course available 
today, as is the tooling. I’m sure that it 
would work, but it seemingly would require 
changes in brass .. . . and the changes in 
brass thickness, hardness and a few other 
factors probably take it out of the area of 
the practical, although a bit of fooling 
around with that new brass case that 
hopefully will be made by Federal. . . . with 
some BR dies .... just might turn up 
something. | guess though that | have to 
admit that I’m a closet .222 Rem freak. 
Given some good brass (and | think that top 
quality .224 bullets are available today) with 
careful assembly of the rifle, using top-flight 
1985 techniques, and | think that the little 
cuss will still shoot with anything on the line, 
provided that it is steered by a tried and 
proven shooter. 

Dave, I’ve wondered if anyone has ever 
tried a cannalure on a bench bullet. . . . say 
halfway up the bearing surface, with a 
lubricant base, wax filling it. I’m sure that it 
would be expensive, but it would help 
fouling, probably increase velocity some, 
and if any of the wax made it to the target, 
maybe it would seal up the edges of the 
bullet hole, thereby making your group size 
smaller (Editor: some of the letters we 
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receive show signs of fatigue, and the onset 
of hysteria, and or a child-like desire to 
return the fairy-tales of their youth . . . . the 
sealing wax theory is an excellent example 
of this). Seriously, | do know that Harold 
Broughton did some extensive testing of 
lubricants on bench bullets, but never found 
anything that he was pleased with (Editor: 
well, at least his head was still on his 
shoulders at the end of the testing). Here at 
my shop we are presently experimenting 
with turning down the front half of some 120 
grain .25 caliber bullets to bore diameter on 
top of the rifling, and leaving the back half 
of the bullet a full .257 size. We are seating 
them way out, in a custom barreled Ruger 
No. 1, and while our testing and experi- 
menting has only just begun. . . . darn, they 
are shooting super good so far. It’s the 
same principal as used in some artillery 
shells, with their little bronze rings being the 
only thing touching the bore, and they shoot 
well for their size and range. I’m also just 
beginning to do some testing on barrel heat 
and changing bore dimensions to try to 
unravel the perennial problem of bullet 
“walk’”’ in lighter barrels, but I’m sure that 
the relative straightness of the barrel also 
has a bearing on this subject, because if the 
barrel is a tad crooked, and heats up, it will 
un-kink some. | think this has some merit 
on certain target barrels as well as a 
workable taper being relative. 

Dave, | strongly suspect I’ve displayed 
some of my ignorance in this letter. But 
some good will come of it, because more 
knowledgable folks will point out my errors 
(gently, | hope). | learned a long time ago to 
try to benefit from the mistakes of others, 
because | probably will not get to live long 
enough to make all of them myself. And | 
have a great respect for the greatest group 
of people in the world, benchrest shooters.

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Walt Astles was a person quite different 
from Ray. Walt would not let anything 
disturb him; he would not get involved in any 
correspondence, but stuck solely to making 
dies and related items. By trade he was a 
diemaker with Eastman Kodak, and Ray 
told me that he was one of their most highly 
regarded workers in this skilled field. Walt 
never talked to me about it, but once in a 
bit of philisophical mood, he remarked that 


‘in die making one was more independant 


than in most other trades. Even the boss 
would not tell him how to do things, but 


.rather would simply hand him the drawings, 


and tell him to go to it. He did much of the 
final lapping of B&A dies when he had the 
time. It tells something about the skill of 
Walt Astles that when Eastman Kodak built 
a new factory, and had to change and 
re-build their dies, Walt was called out of 
retirement to do much of the critical work.

THE IBS LONG DISTANCE CHAMPIONSHIPS 


For some reason, as yet unknown, the 
IBS Long Distance Championships at 
Mainville, year after year have been held on 
a weekend of eyeball-searing heat. Even 
allowing for the fact that benchrest stories 
have a habit of growing a bit in the telling 
. . . Still, the stories have a pretty solid basis 
in truth. There have been a few years at 
Mainville that it was so hot out that any 
camel with half a brain would have refused 
to venture out of the motel room. 

Now | cannot vouch for the one hundred 
per cent accuracy of this story, but this is 
how | understand that things took place in 
1985. The night before the match, Friday 
evening, the whole Mainville club, as a 
body, retired to the local church. Wives, 
sweethearts, children, grandchildren, 
grandparents ... anyone related to a 
Mainville club member, anyone good at this 
praying thing . . . was dragged along. . . like 
it or not.

some beer drinkin’ and some swearin’ .. .

and you ain’t doing anything real bad to 
them, like you’re doin’ to us. Lord, if | may 
make so bold ... could you give us fair 
weather this time? A bit of sun, a mild wind 
to move the mirage and make it readable 
. ..and if you feel that the farmers need the 
rain ... well, a night time rain is always a 
thing soothin’ to the soul, Lord’. 

Randy sat down. Silence. No booming 
voices from the altar. No fiery messages in 
the sky. Randy slowly got up, and walked 
down the aisle, leaving with head sunk on 
his breast. The club members followed, 
heads bowed . . . and their families . . . and 
even a beagle who had somehow got into 
church (but who at least had the good sense 
not to bark or make noise during the solemn 
service. But then, beagles usually have 
pretty good judgement in dealing with divine 
matters). 

They were walking down the sidewalk, 
down the hill, into Mainville town. Nobody 
was saying a word; this was serious 
business . . . and serious business can take 
a lot out of a man. Finally a grimy little urchin 
broke the silence. . . ‘Mommy, do you think 
He’ll do it?”

In the long-distance championship, 
Mainville starts off with the 300 yard stage 
for both light varmint and heavy varmint on 
Saturday, and then fires the 200 yard stage 
for both classes on Sunday. This has two 
main advantages: (1) Sunday’s firing will 
move faster, because of the shorter dis- 
tance, and (2) sometimes everybody dis- 
qualifies on Saturday, which means that 
they all can sleep late on Sunday. 

The light varmint class started off in- 
nocently enough, at the 300 yard stage. In 
the warmup, Randy Watson threw a .479 
down range, Rich Altemus was right behind 
him with a nice .492 group, and the Mainville 
gang breathed a sigh of relief. Maybe the 
kids and the beagle were wrong after all. 
Confounded kids ... what do they know 
about divine matters anyway . . .and dumb 
beagles don’t belong in church.

Then the winds started to pick up... a 
tad. . .and then a bigger tad . . .and about 
noon ... a helluva tad. And nobody even 
knew what a tad was. 

The light varmint class, 300 yards, with 
55 competitors, went to Dennis Collins, 
usually thought of as a 100 yard specialist, 
with a .5114 range agg . . . which was good 
for a quite substantial lead over Don 
Gentner, in second place with a .5847 
figure. Rounding out the top ten were: 3.)

300 yard stage. By now the wind was 
howling so badly that the range master 
couldn’t be heard, even with the loud- 
speaker. The only way they could get the 
shooters to the line was to require them all 
to wear their relay number on their back. . . 
when it was time for you to fire, the beagle 
would chase you up to the line, howling and 
nipping at your heels . . . if it wasn’t for the 
beagle, they wouldn’t ever have finished the 
yardage. One Hall of Fame member fired a 
first record group that measured a tidy 
9.535 (keep in mind that the target, from 
side to side measures 10.500) . . . another 
Hall of Fame member, after a 5.371 group, 
was loudly advocating putting all the names 
in a hat, and drawing for places ... and 
getting a lot of support . . . until Mainville 
sent around a few bullies from the target 
crew to mention the possibility of physical 
harm. Another member of the Hall appar- 
ently had a halfway decent handle on things 
... he didn’t go over 5.600.
